Discoveries Which Warrant the Most 
Searching Investigation and 
Some Action by Of- 
ficials. 


The city of St. Louis loses approximately 
$2,520,000 annually through short returns on 
personal property for taxation, according 
to estimates made on example cases 
brought out in the testimony before the 
Major Committee Monday. 

By the. same mode of ‘estimating it is 
shown that the State losés 460,000 and the 
school fund $720,000 annually thapugh the 
same channel. : 

The testimony showed that the average 
return in the list of 130, cases cited was 
about one-seventh of the actual value of 
the property. The estimate given was made 
on the hypothesis that the eame ratio of 
1 to 7 between returns and actual values 
prevails throughout the city. 

Ch'ef Deputy Assessor Lou Jones submit- 
ted a list of 130 estates, the personal prop- 
erty of each of which was valued at $15,000 
or over by the Board Of Assessors after the 
death of the individual... e list shows the 
last return made: by, the individual prior 
to death or the absence of figures in the 
column indicates that no return was made 
on personal property for the last assess- 
ment prior to death, ‘ 

The list was prepares from the records 
for the years 189, 1396 and.1897. It embraces 
all the estates in the city in which the per- 
sonal property valued at $15,000 or over, 
where the i idual during that 
period. ‘The total escape.from taxation in 
this list during the threewears mentioned, 
according to the testimony, was $6,654,440. 
The actual value of 4 property was 
$7,776,670, while the total gum returned was 
only $1,122,230. The ratio ef+1 to 7 was ob- 
tained from a comparison of these figures.

PROMOTERS A BIT WORRIED. 


THEY SAY THE BAND IS ONLY 
HIRED AS LABORERS. 


Nevertheless, Effort Toward Secrecy at 
the Kansas City Meetings Con- 
tinue and the Men Expect to 
See Fighting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 27.—Dr. Edwin 
R. Heath, Counsel for Honduras and 
Guatemala, says he wil! notify Minister 
Correa at Washington to-day of the al- 
leged outfitting of a filibustering expedi- 
ton in this city meant to aid the revolu- 
Yonists in Centra! America, and ask to 
gave the expedition investigated and if 
found to be revolutionary or filibustering 
in character, prevented from landing in 
either Guatemala or Honduras. 

The newspaper announcements regarding 
the expedition has caused consternation. 
The men who were named as leaders protest 
that no such purpose as conquest was ever 
contemplated. They have been recruiting 
ex-soldiers, they admit, but their mission 
was to build a railroad and not to fight. 
Their actions to-day all day long, how- 
ever, did not exactly fit their words. Meet- 
ings were held in several places. Men 
rushed about in fevered haste. The re- 
cruited soldiers told the same story that 
they had been enlisted for some dark pur- 
pose and had been told that they would be 
expected to face death. 

The men are to be supplied with guns on 
arriving in Central America. The pro- 
moters of the undertaking state, however, 
that the territory into which they expect 
to go is overrun by bands of revolutionists, 


and that they are taking guns for their 
protection while engaged in railroad build- 


ing. 

Thos. A. Witten, attorney for the enter- 
prise, denies emphatically that the exped!- 
tion is in any way of a filfbustering char- 
acter. He says the party goes to Guate- 
mala, but refuses to give any details under 
the plea that in the interest of his clients 
they would be better left untold. 

He avers that he never heard of Sando- 
val or Robertson or Vonquast until he 
read the nameg in the papers. 

The expedition is said to be headed by 
Capt. Alexander M. Casey, formerly of 
Company M, Third Missouri Volunteers, A 
company of 50 men has been formed. They 
will go from Kansas City to Mobile, where 
vhey will take a steamer for Puerto Bar- 
ribs 


Among the well-known Kansas City men 
who are reported contemplating taking part 
in the expedition are T. A. Witten of the 
law firm of Witten & Hughes, and W. G. 
Thompson, formerly Captain Company D, 
Fifth Missouri Volunteers. A large pro- 
portion of the men are former members of 
the Third and Fifth Missouri Regiments, 
recently mustered out here. C. G. Von- 

st, a millionaire, is said to be back of 
the movement, while Charles Robinson, his 
agent. is looking after the Kansas City 
end of it. 

The men are promised nothing except 
their expenses. They get no wages and do 
not get transpotration back home.

COMRADES SHOWED FIGHT’ 


For a Time It Looked Like a Clash Be. 
tween Americans and 
Islanders. 


HAVANA, Feb. 2.—The owners of the 
Toledo Plantation near Mariano, complained 
to Gen. Fitzhugh Lee recently that Cuban 
soldiers carried away tons of sugar cane 
every day for the purpose of eating it. 
Maj. Russell B. Harrison, the provost mar- 
shal, with a guard of 2% men, went to the 
plantation yesterday, caught 3} Cubans, 
and disarmed them. A number of others 
escaped. As the provost guard was march- 
ing back, about 300 Cuban soldiers came 
panes over the hill, brandishing their 
rfles. 

Maj. Harrison believed that a rescue was 
intended and he aligned his men and or- 
dered them to load their rfles. He then 
directed a Spanish-talking soldier to tell 
the Cubans that they must not come any 
nearer, else he would shoot. Followed by 
a cypwd of Cubans, Maj. Harrison and the 
prisoners marched to the headquarters of 
Gen. Mayi Rodriguez, a Cuban commander, 
to whom ‘the prisoners were transferred, the 
masor taking a fees vy for them.

Mr. Anthony conducted the 
examination. Mr. McNulty is about 50 
years old, small of stature, has a heavy 
mustache, thin hair, wears glasses and 
spoke in a low voice. 

Witness saw the homicide. It was after 
10 o'clock at night. He and his family 
were in the front yard. He heard 
some ecreams of women. They come 
towards Baker’s house, Then he saw two 
flashes and heard two pistol reports. He 
saw figures of men moving about on the 
pavement in front of Baker’s house. The 
flashes appeared-to come from the pave- 
ment. Witness ran toward the scene. He 
met Miss Betty Allgaier, but did not see 
the defendant. Witness saw defendant at 
the time of his arrest. Defendant held his 
hand to his cheek for some time. Witness 
was well acquainted with Baker. He is not 
yet acquainted with Allgaier,. 

Witness said that last July Baker, in an 
off-hand way, asked him to sign a petition 
to have Betty Allgaier removed from tne 
neighborhood. Witness did not see the pe- 
tition nor did he evér sign one. 

On cross-exam nation, conducted by Wx- 
tov. Johnson, witness gaid it was about 
the time of Betty Allgaier’s arrest that 
3aker spoke of the atition. He never 
heard of the petition but once. This was 
a week or so after the arrest of Betty All- 
gaier. Witness saw Betty on the night of 
the hom‘cide. She was on the pavement 
in front of the house three or four minutes 
after the shooting. She was wringing her 
hands. She sald: 

‘He killed him, but he did it in self-de- 
fense. He was choking him.”’ 

Witness said Betty said this aloud to 
every body in general. Witness did not see 
Baker choking Alligaier. He was looking 
that way when the shots were fired. Wit- 
ness said there was no discoloration of the 
face when he saw Allgaier, twenty minutes 
after the homicide. Defendant was smok- 
ing a cigarette. 

Mrs. Alice Coughlan, 064 Ridge av. took 
the stand. She Lived opposite the Bakers 
the night of the homicide. She went over 
after the shooting. Baker was not. dead 
then. Witness said that Mrs. Baker said: 
“Il am sorry Jim hit first’”’ 

This was all of Mrs, Coughlin’s direct 
evidence. Gov. Johnson asked witness to 
whom Mrs. Baker uttered this statement. 
She replied that it wags said to all of those 
present. Witness could only recall one per- 
son who was present—a Mrs. Burns. fit- 
ness said that after she was subpened she 
went over and asked Mrs. Baker if she 
had made the remark. ‘Mrs, Baker denied 
saying it, saying that she could not tell 
such a thing, for it was not true. 

Clara McNulty, a child of not more than 
12 years, Was the next witness. She is a 
remarkably prgtty child and though she 
did not appear frightened, there was no 
boldness in her manner.

Her attention was at- 
tracted by loud talking in front of the 
jaker home. She saw forms oving 
around.

It was dark and shé could 
not distinguish persons. She did not know 
Allgaier. The shots came from the pave- 
ment not more than a foot or two above the 
pavement. She saw Betty Allgaier comin 
up that street that evening. She hear 
screams hefore the shots. The screams ap- 
peared to come from the Aligalers. 

A cross-examination failed to shake her 
testimony and Mrs. McNulty took the stand.

PHILAINBUPHIA, Feb. 27.—On motion of 
District Attorney Rothermel, the Quay con- 
spiracy trial has been postponed unt!! April 
10. The District Attorney did not state his 
reason for the motion for the postponement. 

Counsel for the defendants objected to a 


postponement, and stated to the court that 
they had summoned witnesses and gone to 
considerable trouble to prepare their case 
and desired !mmediate trial. 

There could be but one result of. trial, 
Quay’s attorneys declared, and that would 
be acquittal. Touch.ng on the evidence ad- 
duced at the preliminary hearing, Mr. Shap- 
ley said the prosecution had placed much 
importance on the entries in the memor- 
andum book of Cashier Hopkins, whicii 
showed a number of credits to the ac- 
count of Senator Quay, and indicated many 
transac#ons between Hopkins and the Sen- 
ator. Information had recently come into 
the possession of Mr. Shapley which, he de- 
clared, proved conclusively that these en- 
tries were whoily false. They would never 
be admitted as evidence by the court, as 
the'r falsity could be clearly proven. In- 
vestigation, he continued, had shown that 
Hopkins for a long time had been defraud- 
ing Senator Quay and many entries in the 
memorandum book found in his effects had 
been made for the purpose of deceiving, not 
only Senator Quay, but also the officals 
o& the bank. 

:. Shapley further stated that the few 
books of the People’s Bank in existence 
are in such condition that it is-impossible 
for any living person to tell anything about 
Senator Quay’s acount or of the accounts 
of any other person. The books in exist- 
ence have been torn out and the remaining 
pages have been deliberately falsified and 
senges to such an extent that ney would 
be held inadmissible by the court, he says. 


DANGER TO THE WATER PIPES. 


Rapidly Rising Temperature Would 
Cause Many Small Explosions—A 
Lesson in Granitoid Walks. 


‘No little apprehension is felt in the City 
Water Department for the safety of the 
water pipes when thawing wea'ther comes. 

Chief Engineer ‘Ben C. Adkins, in charge 


during Commissioner Holman’s absence, 
says, should the temperature rise rapidly 
there will be trouble throughout the whole 
System. The cold ‘weather of the last few 
weeks is not thought to have seriously af- 
fected ‘he mains, and if the change con- 
tinues gradual no serious breaks are an- 
ticipated, 

“The danger is,” said Mr. Adkins Mon- 
day, “that warm weather will come rapidly, 
and then when the temperature of the 
water changes in the yet chilled pipes 
there is likely to be ‘blow-ups’ all over 
town. So far we have very fortunate, 
few plugs only blowing This weather 
has filled with ice the plugs recently used, 
but we are thawing them out with engines 
to-day. 

“One lesson the Water Department was 
taught by the winter is in connection with 
water pipes and granitoid sidewalks. In the 
West End :jhalf a dozen were reported out 
of order. Inspection showed that the effect 
of the cold on the granitoid had been to 
bulge it up, thus damaging the pipe connec- 
tion at the tbase of the plug. This was 
where the granitoid had been laid around 
the plugs. When the weather perm this 
granitoid wil be, removed and the %plugs 
encased in air boxes.” 

The Water Department attributes to this 
the numerous breaks in private stop boxes 
used for street sprinkling. The recommen- 
dation is made to property owners that 
they follow the city’s example and remove 
the granitoid and put in air boxes. 


FRUIT WILL BE SHORT. 


Apples, Cherries and Grapes, However, 
Will Give Good Yield. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 27.—Immense dam- 
age to fruit in Missouri and neighboring 
States resulted from the recent unprece- 
dented cold spell. The indications are, how- 


ever, that there will be a good yield of 
apples, strawberries, grapes, cherries and 
blackberries and a partial crop of pears, 
plums and raspberries. A statement issued 
here by L. A. Goodman, secretary of the 
Missouri Horticultural. Society, says: 

‘The temperature, at its lowest, ranged 
between % and 21 degrees below zero and 
both buds and trees were killed in un- 
favorahle localities. The apple crop is safe. 
The pear crop was almost ruined and the 
yield will be very light. Peach buds and 
trees were severely injured, many trees be- 
ing killed. Plums suffered extensively, 
especially the Japanese variety. (Cherries 
were only slightly damaged. The early 
Richmond variety will vield a good crop. 
Grapes are safe. Strawberries, where pro- 
tected, suffered little. Raspberries suffered 
great damage. Blackberries suffered little 
and will yield a good crop.”’

GEN. J. J. REYNOLDS DEAD. 


Civil War Veteran Aged 77, Passes 
Away at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The body of 
Major-General Joseph J. Reynolds, who 
died yesterday at the age of 77, will be 
buried.,.Wednesday in. Arlington Gemetery. 
The cause of death was cerebral hemorr- 
hage, following paralysis. ’ 

Major-General Reynolds was bor in 
Kentucky, Jan, 4, 182, but was appoibted 
to the ‘Military Academy from Indiana in 
‘13839. When graduated, he was appointed 
Second Lieutenant, Fourth Artillery, and 
after service at Fort Monroe and in Texas 
was, in 184, assigned to the Third Artillery 
and Was on frontier duty at Fort Waghita’ 
1. T., in 1855-56. ‘He then became professor 
of mechanics and engineering at Washing- 
fon University, St. Louis, and was also 
etationed at other colleges. "After the begin- 
ning of the Civil War ‘he rapidly rose in 
rank from Sukomaa of the Tenth Indiana 
Volunteers to Major-General United States 
Volunteers. 

‘Later he was in command of the defenses 
of New Orleans; was in command of the 
1%h Army Corps, and assisted in organiz- 
ing forces for the capture of Mobile, and 
Forts Gains and Morgan. Gen. Reynolds 
was mustered out of the volunteer service 
in 1866 and npebpotates Colonel in the reg- 
ular army ae same year. He was 
brevetted Brine ler~General in 1867 for 
gallant and meritorious services at the 
balttle of Chickamauga, and was in the 
fame year brevetted Major-General for 
similar services at the battle of Macon 
Ridge. After service in the 26th Infantry 
he was transferred to the 23d Cavalry in 
1870 and after that ‘time served at Fort 
MoPherson and other military stations. and 
on various boards, until retired from active 
service June 25, 1877. 

He leaves a wife, two daughters and two 
sons, Capt. Reynolds, 2th Infantry, and 
Tieut. Reynolds of the navy.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 27.—George 
Logan, who is charged with the murder of 
Ranchman H. C. Thomas, must go back to 
Texas County, the scene of the cr'me, for 
preliminary trial. This surprising news 
reached Logan this afternoon by the ap- 
perrance in Springfield of the Texas coun- 
ty sheriff and a posse of deputized cit zens. 
The ‘yy took Logan ont of the Springfieid 
jail and started with him for Tex: as & ounty, 
where, before a justice of the peace in 
Robiceaux Township, the alleged murder- 
er’s preliminary hearing will be called to- 
morrow.

MESSENGER RIDING HARD TO 
SAVE THE INDIAN’S LIFE. 


Twice He Has Appeared at the Places 
of Execution Ready to Be Shot, 
but Each Time He Was 
Reprieved. ;

SOUTH M’ALESTER, 1. T., Feb. 27.— 
Walla Tonaka, the Choctaw Indian. who 
achieved national notoriety by touring the 
West with a baseball team while under 
sentence is in peril for the third time. Un- 
less a Untted States Deputy Sheriff who 
Started from here to serve a writ of habeas 
eorpus granted Saturday afternoon by 
Judge Clayton of the Indian Territory Fed- 
eral Court reachee the scene of execution In 
time to prevent Wulla Tonka will be shot 
to-day in Alikeni, Wolf County, in the 
heart of the Choctaw Nation, 

Twice before Walla Tonaka has been far 


bearer to death than he is now. but the 
Puaus were not so ‘bad then and the courier 
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WALLA TONKA, 


who carried his salvation could make better 
time. The crime for which Walla Tonaka is 
to die {s the murder of his uncle, Lampson 
Young, who was an Indian Deputy Sheriff 
a year ago last summer. Tonaka and two 
companions were carovueing and became so 
boisterous that Tonaka's uncle attempted 
to arrest them 

They resisted and in the melee that fol- 
lowed Young was shot dead. As no one of 
the trio would testify against the others the 
gullt was never fixed. A Choctaw jury, 
however, convicted ‘Walla Tonnka and he 
was sentenced to ‘be shot Aug. 6, 1897 

But Walla Tonaka had another engage- 
ment on that date. ‘He was a member of 
the Choctaw ‘ball team. which was under 
contract to play in Kaneas City on the 
day set for ‘the execution. and was to follow 
this with a tour of the West. Walla Tonaka 
was the best player on the team and could 
not ‘oe spared, so ft was armnged to post- 
pone the execution ‘by anpealing the case to 
the Supreme Council of the tribe. 

A respite was easily secured and in the 
meantime Walla Tonaka wae free to nvlay 
ball. During all this time he wae abso- 
lutely free, so far as nhysical restraint wae 
concerned and only his voride in the’nation 
honor 'was depended upon for his appear- 
ance for a rehearing and for execution. 

The faith in him was not misplaced, ae it 
ia sald it has never been fn the.case of a 
Choctaw, and when this ease came up for 
review in ‘the ‘Supreme Council he was on 
hand to‘henr tthe decision. The review wae 
merely a form. as it was expected it woul4 
he the sentence of the lower court waa af- 
firmed, ‘ard the eveacution wae set for No- 
veerher 6 in Alikehl. 

Still no restraint was placed wH90en Walla 
Tonaka and ‘be ampeared in Alikent on the 
fate set, ready tto ‘be shot by his two hest 
friends, as the Choctaw custom requires. 
Had he failed to come, the firet Choctaw 
that met him would have shot him, and h!s 
memory would have been reviled for gen- 
erations.

and tumble “scrap.’’ Some of them say 
they are not surprised to hear that Confoy 
should have ‘been in a place notorious for 
its.~ibrawis, especially if he were drinking. 
On the other hand they declare that Confoy 
when not in his cups was cool-headed and 
peaceable. 

The Coroner's inquest on the death of 
Confoy will be held at 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. 


Tom Allen was born in Birmingham, Eng- 
land, in #10. Ie ‘3 6 fett Me inches tall an4d 
when he was in the ring his fighting weight 
was 1% pounds. Allen began his pugilistic 
career in the old country in 1861. He fought 
several stiff battles, including a draw with 
Joe Goss. in March, 1867. He came to this 
country in the following July, andein the 
very first ring event in which he partici- 
pated a revolver and threats to kill played 
Star parts. 

Allen had been selected to second Timmy 
Kelly of Baltimore in a finish fight with 
Billy Parkinson of Pottsville, Pa. The mill 
took place at Acquia Creek, Vermont. The 
fight was for a $2.4@ purse. Parkinson was 
feared by the backers of Kelly, and a large 
crowd of thugs and bullies accompanied 
Kelly from Baltimore and Philadelphia, It 
Was arranged between them to start a row 
if the referee didn't give the fight to their 
man. Willfam E. Harding, then sporting 
editor of a New York daily, and afterward 
prominent through h’'s connection with a 
sporting weekly published on pink paper, 
was the referee. 

From the first round Parkinson began to 
hand it up to Kelly so cleverly that Tom 
Allen went wild. Before the signal to start 
the wrangle he pulled forth a long navy 
isto) and announced that he would kiil 
Harding if Kelly ddn’'t get the decision on 
alleced fouls. Kelly's fmends crowded 
around the referee and for a moment it 
looked as though Harding would be kitled, 
| Allen, who led the crowd, was desperate 
to the point of doing murder. But Harding 
would not be intimidated, and Allen, fol- 
lowed by this rufflanly mob, cut the ropes 
and carried Kelly out of the ring. Parkin- 
son was, of course, declared the winner. 

Allen's first battle in America was with 
Bill Davis. The fight was pulled off on 
Chouteau Island, near St. Louis, Jan. 12, 
1869. Allen won in 43 rounds. He next tried 
on Charle Gallagher of Cleveland, the fight 
taking place on Carroll Island, near /St. 
Louis, the following Feb. 24. Allen was 
lacd low after a terrific three minutes of 


fighting. 

Mike McCoole of St. Louis and Allen 
fought on Foster's Island, July 15, for a 
$1000 purse and all of the excursion money. 
A great crowd of St. Louisans went to see 
the mill, and they saw Allen give his ad- 
versary a mighty whaling. They also saw 
a ‘bloody free-for-all riot started by the 
McCoole crowd. Clubs were wielded, while 
the referee was besieged by angry brutes 
armed with murderous weapons, who sav- 
agely demanded a decision in favor of the 
helpless, shapeless bleeding mass of hu- 
manity who had been a chopping block for 
Allen. These rows were characteristic of 
almost every fight Allen ever had. 

Allen afterwards took on Charley Galla- 
gher a second time, defeating him on Fos- 
ter’s Island, Aug. 17, 1869. The crowd in- 
terfered as ustal and Gallagher was de- 
clared the winner, though fairly whippel. 

Allen's best known fight was with Jem 
Mace at Kinnerville, near New Orleans, 
La., May 10, 1870. Sporting men from all 
over the country congregated to witness 
the fight. It was a short and bloody 
battle. Mace was too much for Allen and 
won the $5000 prize in ten rounds. 

Joe Coburn declined to fight Allen and 
Mike McCoole was accommodated with a 
second contest. They fought on Chouteau 
Isiand, Sept. 2. 1873. Allen made yuick 
work of McCoole, punishing him so brutal- 
ly that the spectators begged McCoole’s 
seconds to take him out of the ring, 

Allen's last fight was with the famous 
Joe Goss for the championship of America 
and $2000. The fight took place in Boone 
County, Ky., in 1876. After 21 rounds Goss 
was declared winner on a foul. After the 
fight Allen was arrested and jailed in that 
State on a charge of prize fighting. He 
was released on bond, jumped his bond and 
went to England. After a year on the other 
side, which he put in on the race tracks, 
he returned to this country and he then 
created something of a sensation in New 
York by offering to fight John L. Sullivan. 
After issuing that challenge, which never 
bore fruit, Allen returned to St. Lou's and 
opened his saloon on Market st. 

Soon after his return his Kentucky bonds- 
men appeared here with requisition papers 
for his arrest as a fugative from justice. 
Allen's lawyers secured his release by writ 
of habeas corpus which twas argued before 
Judge Claiborne in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. -On -hearing the testimony the 
court ordered Allen’s release and his Ken- 
tucky bdndsmen returned home without 
their man. Allen’s last appearance in any 
ring as a ‘boxer was on July 1884, at 
Union Baseball Park when he and Tom 
Kelly boxed four friendly rounds. 


DEATH OF AGED HENRY MARKS. 


He Was One of the Oldest Free Masons 
in St. Louis. 

Henry Marks, aged 8 years, died at his 
home, 934 Leonard av., Sunday. His fun- 
eral will be conducted at the family resi- 
dence Tuesday afternoon by Rabbi Sale. 
He was one of the oldest Masons in St. 
Louis, having been a member of the order 
56 years. He was born in Prussia. Whena 
mere boy he left his natfve land and went 
to England. But he was dissatisfied there 
and soon came to the United States, locat- 
ing in New Orleans. He opened a cotton 
brokerage business and amassed a fortune 
which was swept away by the Civil War. 
He gubsequently moved to St. Louis. 

His wife, Mrs. Hannah Marks, and the 
followin children survive him: Dr. 
Heine Marks, Dr. A. L. Mafks and Miss 
Tillie Marks, St. Louis; Samuel Marks, Ar-

RECORB-BREAKING DAY 
IN THE DIVORCE COURTS.

Fifty Cases Kept Three Divisions of the Cir- 
cuit Court Busy Monday--Corridors 
Crowded With Unhappy 
Men and Women.

The corridors of the Court House were 
crowded Monday with anxious men and 
women who were seeking to have the balm 
of divorce applied to the wounds in their 
hearts inflicted by Careless Cupid's mis¢ 
spent arrows. 

Default divorce dockets were called in 
three divisions of the Circuit Court and 
many were the tales of domestic discord 
and unhappiness heard by Judges Fisher, 
Wood and Ferriss. The troubles of just 
fifty couples were rehearsed before them. 
There were 17 cases in Division No. 4, pre- 
sided over by Judge Fisher; 19 cases in 
Division No. 5, presided over by Judge 
Wood; and 14 cases in Division No. 6, pre- 


sided over by Judge Ferriss. 

When the defendant in a suit fails to en- 
ter an appearance the case is placed on the 
default docket. Bach division of the Cir- 
cuit Court holds a term of court every 
two months and calls a default docket once 
every term. The default dockets are made 
up principally of divorce cases. This prac- 
tice has been followed in St. Louis for many 
years. But the oldest employe at the 
Court House cannot recall a day when as 
many divorce cases were heard in any 
three divisions of the Circuit Court as were 
called for trial Monday. It was a great 
day for the cynic who ‘believes that mar- 
riage is a failure. 


The most Interesting case called in Judge 
Ferriss’ court was that of Jennie Myra 
Wicke Bunn against Seely C. Bunn, be- 
cause of the social prominence of the par- 
ties. Bunn js a real estate agent and is 
reputed to be wealthy. According to Mrs. 
Bunn’s petition, she married the defendant 
Dec. 16, 1875, and was forced to leave him 
Nov. 9, 1898. She alleges he has a ‘wild 
and ungovernable temper,” which constant- 
ly made her life miserable, and that his 
treatment of her was cruel and barbarous. 
She charges he abused, cursed and avoided 
her and showed a distressing indifference 
to her society. She\miso claims he arrayed 
her children against, her and inspired them 
with a dislike for her. The Bunns have 
three children, Bessie Bryan, aged 21 years; 
Seely C,. Bunn, aged 16 years, and Warren 
Wick, aged 9 years. Mrs. Bunn asks that 
the custody of these children be awarded 
to her and her maiden name, Jennie Myra 
Wicke, be restored to her. 


According to Corydon Cochrane's story, 
his wife, Bliza, turned against him after 
he had lived happily with her almost 2 
years and they had weathered many of 
the storms of life together. He says she 
suddenly became indifferent to him and 


showed a dislike for his society. He de- 
clares she slandered him to his neighbors, 
to whom, he says, she told scandalous tales 
concerning him. ‘He alleges she charged 
him with preferring the society of other 
women to that of herself and he could not 
speak to a jady friend without arousing 
her jealousy. He says she threatened [to 
ruin him in his business and humiliated 
him before his children and neighbors by 
accusing him of ungentlemanly conduct. 


Margaret Scherer sald she was displeased 
with Edward Scherer because he expector- 
ated on her floor, She also told Judge Fer- 
riss that he had expeéctorated on her several 
times. For a further ground for divorce 
she alleged that he had not contributed 
anything to her support recently, ‘but she 
had been compelled to support him from 
the profits of her notion store. She clainted 
he atused and cursed her. She said she 
married the deferdant April 5, 1866, and 
lived -with hhim up to the time she filed 
her petition for a divorce, in August, 1898. 


In her petition fora divorce from George 
Marner, Margaret Marner alleged the de- 
fendant sent her to England in 189 to visit 
relatives and then refused to send her any 
money to return home. She also charged 
him with abusing her and failing to make 
any provision for her support. 

As grounds for a divorce from George 
W. Maratta, Mayme K. Maratta alleged he 
had put her life in jeopardy in several 
times and had threatened to kill her and 
‘leave her corpse on the floor.”” She also 
alleged that he had choked her once and 
had pointed a pistol at her, seriously dis- 
turbing her peace of mind. They were mar- 
ried June 1, 1896, and separated July 1, 1898,

Elizabeth Goss waited until she had been 
separated from John Goss 15 years before 
she bewan proceedings to procure a divorce 
from him. hey were married June 19, 1873. 
She says he left her Jan. 5, 1883, declaring 
he was going away On a business trip. She 
alleges she has not heard from him directly 
or indirectly since that time and has no 
idea whether he is dead or alive, although 
she has caused a diligent search to be made 
to locate him. 


Annie Ehrhardt claimed that soon after 
her married life began, she discovered that 
Irah E. Ehrhardt possessed a disagreeable 
temperament which was frequently made 
more irritable by a too free use of intoxi- 
cating liquors. ‘She said he quarreled with 
her when hegwas drunk and abused het in 
many ways. She declared that, when he 
went home one day and found his dinner 
unprepared, he became angry and flour- 
ished ‘his pistol before her, threatening her 
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The newsboys of a metropolis are about 
the busiest people in the community. They 
are as energetic as life insurance agents. 
The most prosperous of these street mbér- 
chants in St. Louis are the fads who sell 
the Post-Dispatch. Those presented in the 
accompanying picture are exceptionally in- 
dustrious and all are known as hustlers. 


Max and Charies Grotsky, who supply 
the brokers of Real Estate Row with dally 
papers are as well known in the big office 
Dulldings in the row as the brokers them- 
setves. Like other St. Louls newsboys the 
bulk of their earnings comes from the Post- 
Dispateh. They sell 130 copies of the Post- 
Dispatch daily and only # of other even- 
ing papers combined. On Sundays they sell 
& Post-Dispatchés, ® Globe-Democrats, 10 
Republice and 2 coples of other Sunday 
newepapers. 

Charlie Rich of 617 O'Fallon street, who 
has been selling two years, stands at Ninth 
and Chestnut streets, disposing of 10 daily 
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FPost-Dispatches to 4 of ali others; 30 Sun- 
day Post-Dispatches; 10 Globe-Democrata, 
10 Republics and 5 of all others. 

Abraham Marqulis is the 13-year-old boy 
who sells the Post-Dispatch and other pa- 
pers at Eighth and Chestnut streets, has 
made many friends during the four years 
he has sold newspapers on the corner. Of 
his average Gally sales of 120 copies, 70 are 
Post-Dispatches, On Sunday young Mar- 
quiis sels about 62 papers, % of which are 
Post-Dispatches. 

Lewis Marquilis sells papers at Bighth 
and Chestnut week-day evenings and 
at Eighth and Pine Sunday mornings.*Dur- 
ime the four years he and his brother have 
operated on this corner he has rarely been 
absent from his post. More than half of his 
daily sales are Post-Dispatches, On Sunday 
he sells usually about 15 Post-Digpatches 
and 11 copies of other Sunday papers.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


Much might be written about “The Tur- 
tle’’ that ‘would be read and discussed with 
avidity, but there is a wise and prudent 
law in the land made expressly to prevent 
the transmission of a certain variety of 
literature through. the mails. The play is 
indecent. The only excuse for a public 
discussion of it is that it is being presented 
at the Olympic Theater, where reputable 
people are in the habit of going and such 


away. There were women in the very large 
audience last night. If they are not 
ashamed of the fact they deserve to be 
pilloried. The audience laughed and oc- 
casionally applauded, but it was such 
laughter and applause as is evoked by the 
recital of a dirty story. No man with a 
spark of decency in his make-up wouid 
have laughed if he knew that a woman 
he respected was present. What brilliancy 
there is in the piece is like “rotten mack- 
erel in the moonlight; it shines. while it 
stinks, and stinks while it shines.”’ Itis a 
matter for regret that a reputable play- 
house should be used for the production 
of so vile a thing; it is deplorable that men 
and women should so prostitute their tal- 
ents as do the ¢lever members of the com- 
pany; it is shameful that the public should 
patronize an exhibition so shameless, 
The story of the play is stupid and ab- 
surd, and while it ts witttly told, the wit fs 
not an adequate compensation for the 
earthiness and viciousness of the thing. It 
reeks with tmmorality. It is of the French 
Frenchy. It impresses one with the Delief 
fat the man who wrote it, the men and 
women who interpret it and the manager 
who ag os those men and women are 
as the asts that perish. It is gratuit- 
ously, malevolently, purposely nasty. 
Having long cherished a great admiration 
for W. J. Ferguson's talents as a comedian 
the writer regreta the necessity of — 
that that actor is in the cast. He shoul 
take a Turkish bath. have himself fuml- 
gated and apply for another job The 
same advice applies to the other membérs 
of the company. . 

But let’s throw this pencil away and get 
another, and some fresh paper. “The Tur- 
tle’’ is too vile for protracted contempla- 
tion.
